This is the opinion of Judge Archi¬ 
bald. of the Department of Justice. Ot¬ 
tawa. administrator of the Dominion 
parole system, who was in Winnipeg 
last night Judge Archibald had re¬ 
turned from a visit of inspection to 
Htony Mountain Penitentiary, and late 
last evening left to visit penitentiaries 
farther west on the prairies and at the 
coast 

Judge Archibald said that of the 741 
persons released on parole from the 
penitentiaries in Canada during the 
post fiscal year, only one-half of one 
per cent had committed offences. This 
was a remarkable showing, and entire¬ 
ly Justified the adoption of the sys¬ 
tem by the Dominion. 

During the twenty years in which the 
parole system had been lu operation. 
H.*41 prisoners had been released con¬ 
ditionally Of that number 10.414 had 
earned their full liberty, and 701 were 


reporting with that obiOct in view. In 
that time the men who had forfeited! 
their licensee by subsequent convic¬ 
tions numbered only SIS. or SJt per 
cent Thoee who while not doing any¬ 
thing 4o get themselves into the police 
courts but who had filled to comply 
with the conditions of parole, which 
Involved reporting once n month dur¬ 
ing probation, numbered 417, making 
a total delinquency of 1.9 per cent.

It was generally recognised that the 
Dominion authorities should do some¬ 
thing to control what was commonly 
known as profiteering. The Board of 
Commerce would be empowered to 
lay down rules and principles in re¬ 
gard to combines, fair prices and 
other details. Violation of thoae 
rules, once they were made by order 
of the Board, would constitute an of¬ 
fence and be punishable 
Dr. Clark. 

Dr Clark thought the way to deal 
with the cost of living was by reduc¬ 
tion of the tariff. The United Htates 
had a Board of Commerce, hut the 
coet of living had not been lowered 
in the United Btates on account of 
the Board »f Commerce, but owing 4o 
Ita lower tariff. Under the Underwood 
tariff seventy per rent, of the goods 
entering the United .States was free of 
duty. 

The Finance Minister, said Dr. Clark, 
had told the peopl e'of Canada to 
practice thrift, but he was not profit¬ 
ing by his own advice. The Canadian 
tariff, he said, was a monstrosity when 
compared with that of the United 
States, and was responsible for a 
large part of the trouble now prevail¬ 
ing in the country. 

H. H. Stevens stated that one of the j 
main objects of the Board which the I 
bill would create was to deal with the 
high *cost of living. The whole coun¬ 
try was crying out for action by the 
(So vein men t along this line. 

J Combines at Work. 

D. D. McKensie. the Liberal leader, 
auid that the Opposition had hern ad- 
vocunrig a step similar to this ever 
since the beginning of the war. They 
had always been told, however, that 
nothing could be done. If the bill 
would help In lowering the cost of 
living and breaking existing combines 
4t should be passed. There were com¬ 
bines at present In Canada fixing 
prices and legitimate competition was 
practically dead.

Britishers the world over will contemplate this 
second non-stop flight across the broad wastes of 
the Atlantic ocean as a victory of the first magni¬ 
tude. It is a victory for British mechanical con¬ 
struction and skill in aerial navigation. Captain 
Aleock's miraculous dash from St. Johns to 
Ireland at more than an average speed of 100 
miles an hour, of course, stands alone. Il is al¬ 
together likely that many months will elapse be¬ 
fore his reeord in a heavier-than-air machine has 
been lowered. As a commercial undertaking, of 
etui rue, the flight of the Vickera-Vimy made no 
pretense. It was a sporting event pure and sim¬ 
ple. On the other hand the cruise of the R.-34 was 
s carefully planned enterprise developed on simi¬ 
lar line* to that of the U. S. N. C.-4, and the ex¬ 
periment undertaken by the British ' Ad¬ 
miralty has justified the elaborate precautions 
which preceded the airship’s departure. Aero¬ 
nautical experts as well as the genera) 
public will await with interest the official narrative 
of the voyage, because it may be taken for granted 
that future developments in trans-Atlantic air 
travel will depend very largely upon the obser¬ 
vations carried out by Commander Scott and his 
crew while “biasing” the airship “trait” _ 

Now that the R.-34 has demonstrated the feas¬ 
ibility of commercial transportation by air between 
the two continents it may be expected that ar¬ 
rangements will be made to institute at least a sum¬ 
mer service. It is well known, of course, that the 
R.-33 and K.,34 do not represent the last word 
sf the British Admiralty _in this branch of aero¬ 
nautical effort., There are in hand at the present 
time four other rigid airships of greater sire than 
those mentioned, representing a distinct step in 
advance even of any already produced, and it is 
understood that their completion is expected by 
the end of the yqgr. In the light of the K.-34's 
magnificent performance, therefore, any misgiv¬ 
ings about airship travel will probably disappear, 
while to speculate on aerial development during 
the next decade one needs to lake almost unlimited 
licence with imagination. 

THOSE RAIDS. 

Obviously the suppression of revolutionary 
movements in Canada is the imperative dnty of 
the Canadian Government, and the failure of the 
authorities of Ottawa to act sternly in that direc¬ 
tion long before this has eome in for much de¬ 
serted criticism.' Bill that duty should be dis¬ 
charged with calm judgment, discretion and fair¬ 
ness, and certainly in accordance with the law it is 
intended to preserve. 

For example, the Mounted Police had no au¬ 
thority under the warrant exhibited by them to 
raid the premises of the Semi-Weekly Tribune or 
its editor; That warr an t, which Was issued in Win. 
nipeg, limited these domiciliary visits to the “of¬ 
fices and premises of the Socialist Party of Can¬ 
ada and the offices and places of abode of any of 
the officers therefor; the place of abode, office and 
premises of J. Taylor.” 

These instructions were specific enough. Al) Labor 
leaders and Labor newspapers arc not necessarily 
connected with the Socialist Party of Canada. The 
semi-Weckly Labor paper published in this city de¬ 
clares it lias no such connection, while its editor 
says he is not and has not been a member of the 
Socialist Party. What evidence is there to show 
that they have such affiliations and if they have 
not how can they be legally raided under the war¬ 
rant from which wc have quoted! 

The proper eourse for the authorities to pursue 
is to arrest those suspected of being associated with 
revolutionary movements and bring them to trial 
in the umhI way. Prmnisci^ux raids for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining evidence do more harm in the 
long run than good, especially when it is found 
subsequently that the wrong parties were raided. 
They very often become too suggestive of the 
domiciliary visits of the CommittCB'Wf Public 
Safety in Paris in 1792, or the People’s Commis¬ 
saries in Moscow in the year 1919, to appeal to the 
British mind. And they assuredly furnish a very 
inadequate substitute for prosecution and punish¬ 
ment through the courts of the land in putting an 
end to sedition.

In a recent case Sir Edward Car- 
son and Sir John Simon*had a trifling 
fee of five thousand gulnees on their 
briefs, each being assisted by s small 
army of Juniors, who were paid In 
proportion. T h ere are w round damn 
leading lawyers who will not read a 
brief without a preliminary fee of oae- 
tlHHHDttftd guineas, while a leader of 
minor eminence how expects one hun-l 
dred guineas on a brief and twenty- 
five guineas a day as a refresher. 

The Bar Is the strongest trade union 
in the country. R has forced legal 
incomes up by leap* and bounds, as 
may be gathered from the fart that 
Jesael, the one-time Master of the 
Rolls, looked upon twenty-five guineas 
refresher as something exceptional, 
while Edwin James chronicled as ex¬ 
traordinary two hundred guineas on a 
brief when he was the leading Queen's 
Counsel 

The biggest fees on record were those 
I of ten thousand- guineas which Ser¬ 
jeant Ballantine and Mr Balfour 
| Browne. K.C^ each received for con¬ 
ducting cases abroad. And yet Ballsn^ 
tine only made four and a half guineas 
during his first year at the Bar. thirty 
guineas in the second, and seventy- 
five in the third 

Lord Birkenhead and Lord Reading 
have each made enormous fortunes at 
the Bar. The forme!. It is said made a 
■MfUtot of £ 10.000 a year when he 
became .Lord Chancellor. And when he 
gets "the sack" a grateful country will 
give, him an out-of-work pension of 
£ 6.000 s year. Which call# to mind 
the fact that Lord llalabury, now In 
his ninety-fourth year, has drawn more 
public money than any living subject 
of the Crown. His modest earnings 
have been roughly £170,0*0 as Lord 
Chancellor for seventeen years, and 
£80,000 as eoc-Chancellor for sixteen 
years—a total of £260.000.—Ttt-BRa. 


SEAWEED AS CATTLE FOOD. 

Investigations of seaweed with refe¬ 
rence to the possibility of using cer¬ 
tain species as food for cattle have 
recently been carried on at the Royal 
Agricultural Station for the Control of 
of Cattle Food at Wagenlngen. Holland, 
says the Scientific American. The gene¬ 
ral conclusion reached le that, in the 
absence of other roughages, seaweeds 
may he fed to cattle when the sodium 
chloride has been sufficiently removed. 
In Ireland. Scotland and the Faroe 
Islands dried seaweed Is used as a 
winter feed for cattle and horses. In 
southern Sweden It is fed tb swine. In 
Germany, during the war. special In¬ 
structions were Issued concerning the 
gathering and preparation of seaweed 
for use as fodder. The weed was te bn 
spread out so that the rain could wash.

Not long since • man employed by s firm 
of wholesale chemists died from the ef¬ 
fects of a dope of this kjnd. He hod a 
breakdown, through indulgence in the 
stuff, about a year back, and was then 
warned by his doctor that If he did not 
abandon the habit he would certainly die. 
but. though Tor a time after his return to 
work he eschewed his favorite tipple, he 
I ultimately succumbed to temptation, and 
then the end quickly came.

Not much soil is required In a window 
box, so lt*s well to have the best 
Boxes should be well fastened or held 
firmly in place. Seeds may be planted 
the same as in a regular garden and 
looked after in the same way. Keep 
the soil well watered and after the 
plants are up It Is well to keep ths 
surface of the toil in a crumbled con¬ 
dition. Radishes, lettuce, spinach and 
onions can all be easily grown from 
seed iu boxes, and dwarf butter beans 
should also do well. Cucumbers will 
give good results if (he vines are train¬ 
ed on supports of soms kind. Tomatoes, 
tod. can be handled to good advantage 
in boxes If pruned and trained to sup¬ 
ports It will be necessary to watch 
ths plants for Insects and to spray if 
any of thess are found. 

The big secret of success with win¬ 
dow boxes is to havs the sail rich and 
to keep it well watered. Ths soil will 
have to depend for its moisture upon 
what U gets from above as It has oo 
subterranean source of supply as in 
the case of -the garden. It la very im¬ 
portant therefore not to let the soil la 
the window boxes dry out; It should 
be kept moist at all limes.
